Equal Rights 
Amendment 
Abandoned

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


equal rights amendment 
that 


has been knocking around Con- 
gress for 47 years apparently is 
dead, and key Senate supporters 
are abandoning it in favor of a 
new proposal 
to prevent dis- 


crimination against women. 


The proposed constitutional 


amendment, introduced first in 
1923, achieved its greatest victo- 
ry last August when the House 
bypassed its Judiciary Commit- 
tee and approved it by a 350-15 
vote after an hour's debate.

An attorney for Miss Davis, 


26, who was arrested by the FBI 
at a Manhattan motel Tuesday 
evening, said his client would 
fight extradition on the charges 
stemming 
from 
a courthouse

dead. 


She 
was 
arraigned 
first 


Wednesday on a federal charge 
of unlawful flight to avoid prose- 
cution 
and 
held 
in lieu of 


$250,000 bail. Later the federal 
charge was dropped and she 
was arrested by city police on 
the state charges. 


Sources at the U.S. attorney's 


office said the first arraignment 
was to keep Miss Davis in custo- 
dy until a courier arrived from 
California 
with warrants 
for 


murder and kidnaping. 


Although she could be extra- 


dited under either federal or 
state laws, the sources said the 
conventional practice was for 
state warrants to take prece- 
dence in such a case. 


Miss Davis, a brilliant Marx- 


ist scholar and former philoso- 
phy professor at the University 
of California at Los Angeles, 
had been sought for nearly two 
months and was on the FBI's 
Ten Most Wanted list. 


Arrested with her at the motel 


was David R. Poindexter Jr., 
36. He was arraigned separately 
on charges of harboring a fugi- 
tive and held in lieu of $100,000 
bail for an Oct. 20 hearing. 


Miss Davis is accused of pur- 


chasing four guns used in the 
Shootout escape attempt at the 
Marin County Courthouse at San 
Rafael, Calif, last Aug. 7. 


Superior Court Judge Harold 


J. Haley, who was taken hos- 
tage along with the prosecutor 
and three women jurors, was 
killed in the gunfight as were 
two convicts and the youth who 
invaded the courtroom with the 
weapons.

Although sidelined for a month 
by injuries at midseason, Rich- 
ard Petty can become the top 
money winner for 1970 in Sun- 
day's Old Dominion 500 stock 
car race at Martinsville Speed- 
way. 


Petty, 33-year-old winner of 


more 
Grand 
National 
races 


than any other driver in history, 
was injured in a violent crash 
at Darlington, S. C., in May. He 
missed several races, including 
the $195,000 World 600 at Char- 
lotte. 


Yet he goes into Sunday's 


500-lap race with winnings of 
$125,099, based on 17 victories 
in 37 starts. His 
teammate, 


young Pete Hamilton, has won 
$129,661 but isn't entered in the 
Old Dominion. 


Petty starts fourth in Sun- 


day's order — worth $1,500 in 
qualifying money. The race win- 
ner will be paid $7,175, with bet- 
ter than $4,000 going for second 
place. Either finish would put 
Petty on top. 


And he's the prerace favorite, 


based on five victories in his 
last seven starts at the almost 
flat, half-mile track.

weeks ago, after the 30-car field

Wednesday night's episode, the 
remodeling of NBC's "The Vir- 
ginian" into "The Men from 
Shiloh" was completed. 


The second of the series' new 


stars was introduced—Lee Ma- 
jors, once one of Barbara Stan- 
wyck's sons in "The Big Val- 
ley." He played a paroled con- 
vict—justifiable homicide—who 
was rescued from a lynching 
party. At episode's end he had 
been hired as a hand by Stewart 
Granger, this season's owner of 
Shiloh. 


Between the opening lynching 


party and the finish, there was 
a long and talky story lacking 
both action and sense. Granger 
was escorting the 17-year-old 
daughter of a tycoon out West in 
a private car on the Cheyenne 
train. His quick action saved the 
young man and got him aboard 
the train. The girl promptly 
flipped over him. The plot thick- 
ened only slightly when four 
men aboard the train planned to 
kidnap the girl for ransom. 


Naturally, our hero foiled the 


plot and was revealed as a nice 
fellow before the wind-up shoot- 
out, but not too soon to keep the 
audience from dozing off. 


The series, even in the "Vir- 


ginian" days, has 
frequently 


suffered from padding—a pass- 
able 60-minute story dragged 
out to 90. The padding Wednes- 
day was achieved by some of 
the most uninspired boy-girl 
dialogue this season.

race between three 
suspense 


series late Wednesday night 
isn't much of a contest. CBS's 
"Hawaii Five-O" is far out front 
of NBC's "McCloud" and ABC's 
"Dan August." 


The Nielsens would suggest 


that "Hawaii Five-O" is there- 
fore the best show of the three. 
That is not necessarily so, but it 
is a handsome, professionally 
produced hour that takes advan- 
tage of the scenery of the 50th 
state. But like all series, it has 
good nights with stories that 
work and some bad nights, too. 


This week things worked pret- 


ty well. It was a standard action 
story based on the theft of a 
priceless violin from a visiting 
Russian musician. The thieves 
—who overacted wildly—tried to 
ransom it from the musician 
and his secretary-guard. 
But 


McGarrett, crime fighter ex- 
traordinary, came to the rescue 
at the last moment. 


Jack 
Lord, as 
McGarrett, 


dominates the series. However, 
he plays the part with such sav- 
age, humorless intensity, that it 
becomes monotonous after brief 
exposure. 


NBC's "The Name of the 


Game," which dropped co-star 
Tony Franciosa earlier this sea- 
son after repeated disagree- 
ments, will continue the season 
without a regular replacement. 
Robert Gulp will star in two 
Franciosa vehicles, and the rest 
will be played by guest stars.

Within hours of the accident,

pulled an car of corn from the 
sl;ilk, peeled back a husk cov- 
ered with a grey, moldy pow- 
der, and then crushed the ker- 
nels and corncob in his hand 
without effort. 


"That is what the blight has 


done to us," the Hoosier farmer 
said. 


He was showing the harm 


done this year to corn fields 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
northern Great 
Flakes by a 


black 
fungus 
known 
as 
the 


Southern Corn I>eaf blight. 


The U.S. Agriculture Depart- 


ment announced Monday that 
the 
nation's 
blight-damaged 


crop improved slightly during 
the final week of September and 
now is estimated at 4,188,281,000 
bushels. 


But the new estimate, as of 


field conditions on Oct. 1, repre- 
sented a 13 per cent decline 
from the record crop of more 
than 4.8 billion bushels expected 
in July. 


Martin 
Silverthorn—he pre- 


fers 
to be 
called Martin- 


showed how the fungus, whose 
spores are carried by the wind, 
first attacks the lower leaves of 
a corn stalk, producing egg- 
shaped lesions. Later, the fun- 
gus moves up the plant and 
penetrates 
through the husks 


into the corn kernels. 


"As soon as it hits the leaves, 


the plant slows down its growth. 
The ears of corn won't go ahead 
and fill out," Martin said. This 
accounts for drops in production 
of as much as 50 per cent re- 
ported by many farmers. 


"One reason you have to har- 


vest as quickly as possible," 
Martin explained, "is that the 
blight weakens the stalk. If the 
plant falls over, then the shell- 
ing machine won't pick it up." 


Another reason is to harvest 


before more damage is done, he 
said. 


Martin and his wife, Alice, 


farm 500 acres—mostly in corn 
—in this rich farming area 
about 50 miles northwest of In- 
dianapolis. 


This spring the crops were 


just getting a good start when a 
hailstorm 
ripped across the 


area, devastating a number of 
acres of corn and some 10 acres 
of cucumbers. 


Then Martin nursed the corn 


crop 
through 
a 
two-month 


drought, only to see his ears of 
corn turn black with the silent, 
powdery invader. 


Agriculture experts are uncer- 


tain whether the blight will sur- 
vive the winter and make more 
devastating attacks next spring, 
nor do they know whether the 
black fungus "dust" is danger- 
ous to farmers working on the 
harvest. 


Purdue University's agricul- 


tural extension service warned 
farmers in Indiana that while 
the fungus is not known to be in- 
fectious to man, it could pro- 
duce allergic reaction and result 
in chronic respiratory condition 
after repeated exposure. 


An agricultural bulletin has 


advised all farmers working in 
the blighted fields to purchase 
breathing masks. 


Meanwhile, Martin and his 


neighbors are waiting for com- 
pletion of tests at Purdue at- 
tempting to determine whether 
blighted corn can safely be fed 
to hogs and beef cattle. 


Asked what he will plant next 


.sear, 
Martin 
shrugged 
his 


shoulders 
and said, 
"There 


aren't going to be enough sup- 
plies of resistant varieties of 
seed. One outfit flew its equip- 
ment to Hawaii to start produc- 
ing seed corn there for the com- 
ing season." 


Growing 
of 
blight-resistant 


seed corn has also been stepped 
up in Mexico and South Ameri- 
ca this winter. Nonetheless, a 
Purdue bulletin said those vari- 
eties will draw "premium pric- 
es'' next season. 


Reluctant 
to 
speculate 
on 


blight damage to farmers like 
himself, Silverthorn did say that 
at the least "it means you don't 
buy that new car or replace any 
equipment this year." 


Martin 
and 
other 
Hoosier 


fanners aren't sure what the 
blight will mean in the long run. 


"People are gonna sell off 


their hogs," Martin said. "Corn 
will be too expensive to use for 
feed." 


This may mean, for this fall 


at least, tHat the consumer may 
U-riffit in lower pork prices as 
fanners sell their hogs earlier 
than usual, thus creating a mar- 
Ket glut. 


Next year, however, accord- 


ing to some leading New York 


brokerage house specialists in 
farm commodities, the consum- 
er will be paying higher prices 
for both pork and beef products, 
because the corn blight 
will 


mean 
high 
prices 
for 
feed 


grains used to fatten cattle and 
hogs. 


Offsetting some of the gloomy 


aspect for the farmer is the like- 
lihood that what corn is .saved 
from the blight this year will 
draw 
betler-than-avenige 


prices.

Wants Aspirin 
Sold Only by 
Prescription

CHICAGO ( A P ) - 
A sur- 


geon-researcher says aspirin is 
a health hazard and should be 
sold only by prescription along 
with all other potent drugs. 


Dr. Kene Menguy, professor 


of surgery at the University of 
Chicago, said Monday it has 
long been known that aspirin 
can cause internal bleeding and 
sometimes death, yet it contin- 
ues to he sold over the counter. 


Menguy told a press confer- 


ence at the clinical congress of 
the American College of Sur- 
geons there are no statistics on 
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aspirin-related 
fatalities, 
but 


that he would guess there are 
1,000 a year. 


Abntit 20 million pounds of the 


drug are used each year in the 
United States. 


Menguy and a colleague, Dr. 


Adcle Mae Goltschalk, reported 
results (if a study they made on 
the effects of aspirin on the sto- 
machs of rats. 


They said aspirin reduces the 


protective mucous secretion in 
the stomach which allows acid 
to penetrate its walls. 


Menguy, who has been study- 


ing the effects of aspirin for 10 
years, said physicians and the 
public do not always realize that 
aspirin 
can 
cause 
massive, 


sometimes 
lethal, 
internal 


bleeding. 


He estimated that one out of 


every seven or eight patients 
who report to hospitals com- 


plaining 
of internal bleeding 


have the problem as a result of 
taking aspirin, although tens of 
thousands of people take the 
drug with no trouble. 


Menguy said the person who 


takes aspirin only occasionally, 
as he does himself, is less likely 
to 
develop serious 
bleeding 


problems than the chronic user, 
who takes four to six tablets a 
day over a long period. 


Aspirin 
users, 
particularly 


women, may develop gastric ul- 
cers, he said. 


The best way to take aspirin, 


the surgeon advised, is with 
food. 


Aspirin should never be taken 


on an empty stomach, he said, 
and the worst time to take it is 
when suffering from a hang- 
over, because alcohol increases 
the damaging effect. 


Market Reflects 
the Change in 
Attitudes

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


record-breaking surge in stock 
market volume during the past 
few weeks reflects a marked 
change in the attitudes of some 
mutual funds, which account for 
a growing percentage of activi- 
ty. 


During the final full week of 


September, volume reached a 
record high of 83,422,450 shares 
on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. That record survived 
just two weeks before it was 
broken on volume of 84.1 million 
shares. 


There is little question that in- 


stitutional 
traders 
provided 


much of the action, as revealed 
by big block statistics. 


Included in the old, one-week 


record were about 470 blocks of 
10,000 shares or more, and last 
week's new high included about 
the same number. Big blocks 
accounted for 13.342,900 shares 
last week, which once was a fair 
week's activity from all sources 
of trading. 


Accompanying this rise is a 


steady reduction in the cash po- 
sition of mutual funds, indicat- 
ing that much of the surge in 
volume is coming from that 
source. 


Earlier this year the funds 


maintained record amounts of 
cash as they, too, shied away 
from a market that was proving 
costly to all investors. 


Moreover, they expected a 
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rash of redemptions because of 
their poor performance, and 
needed cash with which to honor 
requests. Their average cash 
position, therefore, rose to 12 
per cent or more of assets. 


The rush to redeem has not 


developed as anticipated—which 
isn't to say that it never will. 
Through August, at any rate, re- 
demptions were falling, which is 
a departure from precedent. 


Mutual fund officials note that 


in previous years when a mar- 
ket recovery was under way, 
many customers cashed in their 
funds, the enticement being the 
rising per share value and the 
sense of relief on being able to 
dispose of holdings at prices 
higher than a few weeks or a 
few months earlier.

accounting system.

Department had been unable to 
change some of the college's 
salaries to the accounts from 
which they should be paid.

U.S. Scales 
Down Raids 
Across South

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. Air 


Force is scaling down bombing 
raids across South Vietnam 
while maintaining pressure on 
North Vietnamese supply routes 
in Laos, informed sources re- 
ported today. 


American air attacks in Viet- 


nam on suspected North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong positions 
and in support of allied ground 
troops in battle have dropped 
off by as much as 70 per cent 
sSince the .lug enemy' offensives 
in 1968, the sources said. 


The main reason, the sources 


said, is that the war has de-es- 
calated into small clashes, with 
few large concentrations of ene- 
my troops to be found. 


Another factor is that Ameri- 


can forces are disengaging from 
the war in line with President 
Nixon's Vietnamization policy, 
and the South Vietnamese air 
force is flying more sorties. 


The U.S. 7th Air Force has 


been reduced by about 200 fight-

January, 


more than half the fleet it had 
in Vietnam, as part of Nixon's 
withdrawal program. It now has 
about 175 fighter-bombers at 
four bases in South Vietnam. 


The South Vietnamese air 


force has increased about 200 
planes and helicopters 
since 


January and now totals about 
600. 


In January 1968, the South 


Vietnamese air force flew 13 per 
cent of all sorties in South Viet- 
nam; 
last 
month the Viet- 


namese share was about 25 per 
cent. 


The 7th Air Force's new com- 


mander, Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
Jr., has ordered changes in tac- 
tics to eliminate bombing raids 
against targets of questionable 
value. Informed sources said 
this also is reducing activity. 


The sources said the Air 


Force has been flying from 100 
to 300 sorties a day in Laos, a 
sortie being one flight by one 
plane.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent- Nixon today signed a 
sweeping anticrime bill, and 
said it would give federal au- 
thorities the tools for an all-out 
war on the Mafia. He pledged: 
"We will win." 


Signing the measure into law 


at special ceremonies at the 
Justice Department, Nixon said 
the measure also provides the 
means to "see that those who 
engage in terrorist acts will be 
brought to justice." 


The measure, 
passed last 


week by Congress after being 
deadlocked 
for 
18 
months, 


touches on two of the major is- 
sues in this fall's campaign: the 
growing strength of organized 
criminal activities and bomb- 
ings by radical groups, which 
are becoming a frequent occur- 
rence. 


One provision of the bill, add- 


ed just last month, provides the 
death penalty for those convict- 
ed of fatal bombings, gives the 
FBI immediate jurisdiction In 
campus bombing incidents and 
makes bombing an offense for 
which the government can use 
electronic surveillance. 


"It seems that every day we 


pick up the papers and see some 
sporadic incident without rea- 
son, without cause, a terroristic 
act that we have not been able 
to cope with before," Nixon 
said. 


Nixon invited Atty. Gen. John 


N. Mitchell and FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover to witness the 
signing as part of an effort to 
underline the importance of 
what one White House spokes- 
man called "a very major piece 
of legislation." 


But civil liberties organiza- 


tions didn't share the Presi- 
dent's enthusiasm for the bill 
and indicated they will chal- 
lenge the constitutionality of 
some provisions.

TRABZON, Turkey (AP) — A 


father-and-son team of hijack- 
ers seized a Soviet Aeroflot air- 
liner over southern Russia to- 
day and forced it to fly to this 
Turkish town on the Black Sea 
coast, Turkish officials report- 
ed. They said a hostess who re- 
sisted was shot dead and two pi- 
lots wounded. 


It was the first successful hi- 


jacking of a Soviet passenger 
plane to another country. Soviet 
authorities for years have kept 
military guards at airfields. 


The 
hijackers 
surrendered 


and were taken into police cus- 
tody after the plane, carrying 50 
persons, landed here just after 
noon. 


A militia colonel here identi- 


fied them as Brazinskas Koreye- 
ro, 46, and his 18-year-old son, 
Argedas, both Russian citizens. 


Turkish press reports said the 


hijackers were of Jewish origin.

Congressmen

WASHINGTON (AP) - A kid- 


nap alert has been ordered in 
the upper levels of government 
and Congress with the White 
House warning senators and 
representatives 
they may be- 


come targets for abduction by 
revolutionaries. 


Sen. William B. Saxbe, R- 


Ohio, in telling, of the warnings 
to members of Congress said he 
believes the only way to halt 
"political blackmail" before it 
starts is to make it a federal 
crime for officials to give in to 
it. 


Saxbe commented in an inter- 


view with newsmen on the Met- 
romedia Radio news program, 
"Profile." 


His disclosures came shortly 


after a Justice Department's of- 
ficial told newsmen the FBI has 
received reports some U.S. ter- 
rorist groups may try to kidnap 
foreign diplomats or campaign- 
ing politicians in the style of re- 
cent political kidnapings in Can- 
ada and Latin America. 


"For example," Saxbe said, 


"if I am picked up—and I cer- 
tainly haven't been threatened— 
and they write in and tell some 
government official, "If you 
don't release so and so we're 
going to kill Saxbe," I think if 
that official turns that criminal 
loose he ought to be prosecut- 
ed." 


Last Thursday, tackling the 


problem from another direction, 
the Senate passed a bill making 
the assassination, kidnaping or 
assault of a member of Con- 
gress a federal offense punish- 
able by life imprisonment and 
death. 


"There has been some discus- 


sion and concern among my col- 
leagues," Saxbe said. "It was 
brought up at a recent White 
House conference and there is 
an alert at present...The Jus- 
tice Department has advised 
members 
of Congress 
they 


should be careful." 


He said senators and House 


members have not been provid- 
ed with guards but said he be- 
lieved that at times of crisis, 
round-the-clock protection may 
be fully justified, "even if he in- 
sists he doesn't want it." 


In such a situation, he said, 


senators, House members and 
other officials become more im- 
portant than their positions be- 
cause of the possibility black- 
mail might be demanded from 
the government itself. 


Saxbe said such a crime 


might well place the federal 
government in the position of 
having to negotiate with revolu- 
tionaries demanding the release 
of so-called political prisoners. 


Earlier this week, William C. 


Sullivan, a top assistant to FBI 
chief J. Edgar Hoover and a 
former head of the bureau's 
domestic intelligence branch, 
said "several anarchist groups 
reportedly have plans to kidnap 
government officials. 


As an accent to such specula- 


tion, strong and vigilant securi- 
ty forces ringed the United Na- 
tions headquarters in New York 
Wednesday as diplomats gath- 
ered for the U.N.s' 25th anniver- 
sary session. 


The unusually strong security 


forces were believed called out 
because of the possibility of kid- 
nap attempts and other possible 
incidents.
